‘TEE DEATH STRUGGLE OF THE RE­

thor ct an article in the March and April 
number o f the North American Review, 
which he chooses to call “The Death Strug* 
gle of the Republican Party.’ 
The article

been written only by a demagogue or a 
political corpse. 
Its bitterness and parti­ 
sanship are intense. He attempts to review

He h is a few kind words for the party in 
its early days, and particularly during the 
tim e when he was well fed at the “public 
crib.” 
But from the tim e he ceased to be 
an office holder, he dates the gradual de­ 
cline of the Republican party, and finally 
its utter rum and “death struggle.”

Julian pays much attention to Grantism, 


as he cills it, aud in the course o f review 
ing General Grant’s administration, his pen 
became altogether unm aaageib’e in writ 
mg denunciations of the President’s civil 
service policy. 
Ile declares that Grant 
first sowed the seeds of disease in the par. 
ty, and that the disease claimed its victim 
when Hayes beat Tilden in the Presiden­ 
tial race. 
The “final card was then play­ 
ed,” aud the party is doomed to hopeless 
ruin and decay. 
If Jerry Black has been 
called upon to write the obituary of the 
Republican party and had done the work 
when passion aud party prejudice raged 
their worst in his soul, he c mid not have 
written with rn ire blindness and condem ­ 
nation thin has George W. Julian. 
W ith­ 
out reviewing, even in a general way, 
what he has to say ot the party, let us see 
What this political frog used to be and Is 
now. 
Mr. Julian was one of the organizers of 
the Republican party, but before this, he 
was

party, 
and 
in 
1832, 
was 
the candidate for V ice President on that 
ticket with John P. Hale. 
had served 
four years in Congress from Indiana, before 
he became a Republican. Altogether he ha9 
served in the 31st, HT.ti, 38 h, 30th, 43th 
and Alit Congresser 
Eight of these years 
he representel a E .'publican constituency , 
and there was hardly a rn til in Congress 
who could excel him in party zeal. 
But 
when he tailed of a renomination in 18*10, 
a id 
likewise 
failed

appointment 
from President Grant, his 
political character was changed. 
So long 
as the party kept him ta office, so long was 
Julian a zealous Republican ; but. when 
his constituents demanded a change in 
their representative to Congress, a n i when 


he coul l not repose in an office received by 
appointment and at the hands ot President 
Grant, he became sour and dyspeptic, and 
at once im agined that he heard the death 
knell of the Republican party.

ing 
to 
Jnliau, 
the 
party 
has 
baea dying ever since, and in fact several 
times he has pronounced it dead, and yet 
it is the healthiest political corpse ba ever 
tackled. 
His political death took place 
several years ago, a n i because ot this he 
thinks as a matter of course the party must 
die too. 
Poor J ilia J, he will never live to 
attend the funeral ol the Republican par­ 
ty. 
He may write an obituary notice with 
all the bitterness aud malice his disap­ 
pointment can furnish, but the party will 
nevertheless control the 
nation.

achievements made by the Republican par­ 
ty for humanity, for national unity, for 
emancipation, tor education and for Righ 
and Justice, will be gratefully remembered 
by mankind, when all such as Julian and 
the words they write, and the deeds they 
perform, shall have perished from the 
memory of men.

tures for groceries and provisions for these 
hospitals. 
They surpass comprehension. 
The Madison Democrat which, in answer 
to a correspondent wanted just “one item ’’ 
Which showed extravagance, says: 
Oa page 9 \ of the report of the Board of Char­ 
ities for 1877, (has “ Index” read that page?) we 
find the comparative amounts expended for differ* 
ent articles for the ut>e of the northern hospital; 
aud that of sugar look* very queer. We copy it, 
for the years named, from the report as follows:

AN EXECUTION. 


H a n g in g o f R ic h a rd Green at K a n sa s C ity, 
M o.—Speech o f the C u lp rit on the Scaffold 
—A “P e rfect” E xecu tio n . 


Kansas City, Mo , March I.—-The hang­ 
ing of Richard Green, for the murder of 


Deputy Marshal Hughes, near Independ­ 
ence, Mo., on February IO, 1877, took place 
here to-day in the nariow alleyw ay north 
of the Court House,between Hand the high 
bluffs, at 10:10 a. rn. 
The doomed man 
walked up to the &cafl\»lu with the Marshal 
and Father Dunn in good spirits consider­ 
ing the occasion. 
Never has a man faced 
death so calmly. 
Scarcely did a m uscle 
quiver, while his death sentence was being 
read. 
Ile appeared entirely resigned to 
bis fate, aud hts last and only words on the 
scaffold were, “I die for my crim e, in the 
faith of my Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Good wishes to all m en.” 
The execution was perfect. 
la eight 
m inutes and forty-five seconds alter lits 
drop, the com m ittee announced that the 
pulsations had ceased. 
Ii was intended that 
the execution 
should be private, aud only a limited num ­ 
ber admitted, but hours before the ap­ 
pointed time the crowds of anxious specta­ 
tors swelled to thousands, covering .all the 
bluffs in the vicinity, so that it was neces­ 
sary to call out Company A , Kansas City 
Guards, and the Craig Rides to keep back 
the crowd and prevent any accident. 
Green was a young man, aged about 27, 
a native of Green county, Va., but had 
lived for some years in Vermont couuty, 
Iowa. 
Green was a wild, reckless fellow, 
addicted to drinking. 
He had been arreat- 
e i 
in 
November, 
1876, 
for 
horse stealing, aud escaped from the jail 
at Sidney, Fremont county, Iowa. He next 
turned up near Independence, Mo., and 
having abused the inmates of a house on 
the outskirts of the city, Deputy Marshal 
Hughes obtained a warrant and went In 
search of him. Finding Green in a shanty, 
Hughes went up to him and demanded hts 
surrender. 
Before Hughes could show hts 
warrant, Green drew a revolver and fired 
with fatal effect. 
This execution is the first judicial hang­ 
ing in Jackson county, Mo., since 1839. 
fUe body was given to his sister, who 
had attended him during his last days, and 
wilt be sent to Nebraska City to-nlgbt for 
burial.

60 happened that in some particular county 
in Indiana, the Democrats made a gain 
over previous elections. 
An enthusiastic 
Democrat wrote to a iriend in Indianapo­ 
lis the news, and not knowing Mr. Chap­ 
man, the editor of the Sentinel, personally, 
requested his friend to communicate the 
facts to Chapman, adding these significant 
words, “Tell Chapman to crow.” 
Catch­ 
ing the Inspiration from his second-hand 
correspondent, Chapman did “crow ” in his 
paper, and as the business of “crowing” is 
usually done by the chanticleer, he brought 
out one of those fine large birds at the head 
of his columns. 
This was the first rooster ever placed in- 
a Democratic paper to rejoice oyer a Dem 
ocratic victory. 
As the general results ol 
that election was against us, it was a mat­ 
ter of derision for the W hig papers, when 
any W hig victory was obtained, to add 
these words, 
“Tell Chapman to crow.” 
This assisted to fix the matter in the popu­ 
lar mind, and to nationalize the emblem 
N o better one could have been adopted.

Potato Planting. 
Except for a few very early ones we 
would not plant potatoes uotil the ground 
is dry aadjwarm 
Though late planting is 
to be avoided, it is to be preferred to that 
which is unreasonably early. 
Not only 
should tile season be suitably advanced, 
but the land should be plowed for some 
days, weeks ii possible, before the planting 
is performed. 
This In order to secure a 
dry and warm seed bed. It the laud was 
in grass the previous season we would 
spread a liberal quantity ot good compost 
manure, atter the plowing wss done, and 
harrow it in. In the stubble fields we 
should spread the manure before plowing. 
Whatever the character of the soil we 
should in addition to the compost, use some 
kind of ‘‘special” fertilizer in the 
hill. 
This will have the double effect of largely 
increasing the quality of the crop.

seed ought not to come in direct contact 
with these or any other fertilizers. Hows 
should be at least three feet apart, an I the

I often bear tanners say that the im­ 
ported breeds ot poultry are good for 
nothing tor farmers ; that they are only for 
fanciers and breeder* of fine poultry. I 
am a young farmer, and concluded to try a 
fancy breed, but I do not feel sorry for the 
$12 I paid two years ago for a trio of 
White-Crested Black Polands. Within the 
two years I have sold fowls to the amount 
of $75, and eggs to the amount, of $125, 
and have forty hens and four cc^ks left, 
for which I lately refund an offer ot $100. 
There are few f arsono, whether farmers or 
other?, who do not delight to have pretty 
fowls. 
I thick the W hite On .ted Black 
Polish low s i annot i i excelled by any 
other breed. 
They have blf?k, shining 
bodies, and large w h i cr* its ; th !9 gives 
them a very curio; i and attractive appear­ 
ance. I get as many eggs lrom my forty 
hens es some of my neighbors get from one 
hundred of the dunghill sort, 
illy opinion 
is that if farmers woald get the improved 
breeds, we would hear lcs3 complaint 
about their poultry.— X. X. K.} in Coun­ 
try Gentleman. 


Experience in Raising Hogs. 


E ditors W e st e r n R u r a l:—In a recent 
number of The Western Rural, I noticed a 
statement about cattle and hog-raising in 
Fulton county, III., and was pierced to 
peruse It. I will give my experience in 
that line. I commenced with the Suffolk 
breed, but had poor succc.s in raising pigs. 
Those I raised ate tw( and-a-half bushels ot 
corn per month, and at fifteen months, 
weighed 225 pounds. Next, I tried Ches­ 
ter Whites ; had the fame luck in raiiing 
pigs as with the former. The corn eaten 
per month was three bushels each ; weight 
at 15 months, 300 pounds. Then I tried 
the Berkshires. They are good mothers, 
and raise pigs fast; eat about three-and- 
a-half bushels ct corn per month ; weight 
at 15 months, 225 pounds. I have also 
raised Poland-Cbinas. 
Like the Berk­ 
shires, they are gi od mothers, and raise a 
good number of pigs ; cat three-and-a-half 
bushels of corn per month, and weigh, at 
15 months, 350 pounds. The Essex are 
good mothers, and the pigs grow very fast. 
They consume about I wc-and-a- half bush­ 
els per month, and weigh at 12 months an 
average of 300 pounds; but that is about as 
large as they will grow.

Frog cult­ 
ure is the new thing; it is a simple matter, 
consisting chiefly in the protection of eggs 
and tadpoles from birds aud other enemies, 
by means of wire screens.

Value of Cobs. 


According to a single analysis reported 
in Prof. Johnson’s “flow Crops G row /' 
the ash of corn contains forty-seven per 
cent, potash, four per cent, magnesia, and 
nearly lour and one-half per cent. phos­ 
phoric acid, which would indicate that 
cobs are very valuable as fertilizer; but 
the amount of ash in corn cobs is exceed­ 
ingly small, being ouly about one-half of 
one percent., or eleven pounds in a ton. 
This would give about five pound* of pot­ 
ash, worth not far from half a dollar. The 
beat use we have ever known cobs to be 
put to as a fertilizer was as bedding for 
calves. 
The cobs were placed lev era! 
inches In thickness over the floor of the 
pen in which calves were 
kept 
loose 
through the summer. 
The tram ping ot 
the calves broke the cobs into small frag­ 
ments which would decay readily in the 
soil, while as a clean and comfortable m ate­ 
rial for bedding, they could hardly be sur­ 
passed. At least that is the report of those 
who have used them. 
A bed of dry cobs 
a foot deep would absorb a Urge quantity 
ol uriue before becoming foul or un tit for 
beading, and after being thus saturated, 
would prove quite valuable as a fertilizer, 
(jobs are, undoubtedly, of some value as 
food tor cattle, but much depends upon tbe 
facilities one has for preparing them. 
It 
will not do to pay much corn as toll tor 
grinding cobs, it we regard them accord­ 
ing to their chemical value; ye!, when 
cobs and corn are ground together, the 
meal for feeding to animals may be worth 
nearly as much, practically, by weight, as 
corn meal. 
The cobs make the meal 
lighter, and, perhaps more digestible. 
At 
any rate, the gastric juice of the stomach 
will more easily be mingled with the ccb- 
meal than with clear corn-m eal, which, if 
ground Ane, is apt to lie very compactly 
when taken into the stomach without other 
iood. 
Like wheat shorts, ground cobs 
have a mechanical effect upon corn meal 
in tbe stomach, actiug aa a divisor and 
separator of the particles. 
Coru-cobs also 
make pretty good Are kindlings, when dry, 
aud in place of belter m aterial ma? be 
worth saving for that purpose.—iV. N.
